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PREFATORY  NOTE. 


To  the  inventor  of  bibliographies,  whoever  he  may 
have  been,  students  the  world  over  owe  a  deep  debt  of 
gratitude;  he  has  given  us  one  of  the  most  efficient 
labour-saving  machines  of  modern  times.  In  what- 
ever field,  of  literature  or  of  science,  we  are  working, 
we  nowadays  regard  the  aid  of  the  bibliography  as 
w'ell-nigh  indispensable. 

The  number  of  persons  interested  in  the  history  and 
literature  of  the  Commonwealth  is  rapidly  increasing, 
and  many  of  them  must  have  felt,  again  and  again,  the 
need  of  a  bibliography.  The  present  catalogue  is, 
so  far  as  I  know,  the  first  serious  attempt  to  meet  this 
need,  the  first  published  contribution  towards  a  com- 
plete Australian  bibliography.
